Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that there is a "teaching away" between the 
combination of Welwyn and Van Slyke (see attached agenda) because Welwyn is concerned with lime treatment of the 
livestock wate products, while Van Slyke teaches an acid treatment step. The examiner disagreeded with applicants 
postion: Welwyn teaches a method of irreversibly inhibiting urease activity with the use of lime, and also teaches 
collection of the waste and separation of the urea rich and urea lean fractions. Van Slyke was relied on by the 
examiner to show that temporary inhibition of the breakdown of urea is desireable in circumstances where the waste is 
treated only periodically, or when it can not be attended to. I.e. During collection, when urine contacts the feces, 
urease-enzyme in feces immediately begins breaking down the urea in the urine, which causes foul smell and 
reduction in the potentially valuable urea; Van Slyke provides that this breakdown may be temporarily inhibited under 
the barn floor by the addtion of a slightly acidic pretreatment, before the waste is subsequently treated. As currently 
claimed applicant appears to be reversibly inhibiting the urease in claim 33 for the same reasons as that in Van Slyke ~ 
temporary inhibition until main treatment begins, and with respect to claim 36 is irreversibly inhibiting the urease for the 
same reason as in Welwyn - a stabilized urease inhibited urea fraction. 

In considering the prior art, the claims, and applicants disclosure, it appears that applicant's invention is different from 
Van Slyke in that in applicant's invention the urease is permenantly inhibited in urea-rich liquid fraction rather than the 
urea being extracted as ammonia (see instant application pages 33 and 34, cf. Van Slyke). Applicants method steps of 
irreversibly inhibiting the urease enzyme appears different from Welwyn in that applicant only treats the urea-rich 
fraction with the irreversible inhibitor, while Welwyn adds lime to a mixture of urine and feces (see instant application 
pages 33 and 34, cf. Welwyn as discussed in the previous rejection). The examiner suggested incorporating the 
limitations of claim 36 into claim 33 in order to require both reversible and irreversible inhibition treatment steps on the 
waste, and also to claim that the irreversible inhibitor is added only to the urea-rich fraction which has been separated. 
Such an amendment would be received favorably by the examiner, but will likely require further search and/or 
consideration.
